To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend  for  the  year  1964.  This  report  has  been 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health's  Circular  No. 
1/65  of  11th  January,  1965. 

The  population  in  1964  fell  by  about  three  hundred  according 
to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  from  49,600  to  49,320.  During 
the  same  period  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  from 
15,499  to  15,698.  The  Birth  Rate  increased  again  slightly  to  18.3 
per  1,000  population  which  is  almost  exactly  the  same  as  the 
national  figure.  In  contrast,  the  adjusted  Death  Rate  of  14.5  per 
1,000  population  is  considerably  higher  than  the  figure  of  11.3  for 
England  and  Wales:  the  actual  Death  Rate  for  Wallsend  for  1964 
was  11.0. 

As  I  have  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the  population  of 
Wallsend  is  rather  too  small  for  slight  variations  in  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  to  have  necessarily  particular  significance.  In  1964 
there  was  a  fall  in  the  rate  from  26.9  to  23.0  (by  comparison  the 
figures  for  England  and  Wales  showed  a  fall  from  21.1  in  1963  to 
20.0  in  1964).  Of  the  21  deaths  which  occurred,  in  one  instance 
the  cause  of  death  could  not  be  ascertained,  the  body  of  a  young 
baby  having  been  found  in  the  River  Tyne  in  a  decomposed 
condition.  Congenital  abnormalities  or  prematurity  accounted  for 
16  out  of  the  remaining  20  deaths,  9  of  these  babies  dying  in  the 
first  day  of  life  and  4  others  during  their  first  week. 

Infectious  diseases  showed  really  no  significant  changes  in  1964 
with  the  exception  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  The  notification  of 
only  14  new  cases  compared  with  35,  38,  45  and  44  in  the  years 
1960-1963  was  a  most  welcome  fall.  I  have  stressed  in  previous 
annual  reports  the  dramatic  changes  which  have  occurred  in  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis.  With  the  number  of  known  infectious 
patients  in  the  community  reduced  to  the  absolute  minimum, 
there  is  hope  of  the  ultimate  eradication  of  the  disease.  Treatment 
is  now  so  effective  that  people  should  hesitate  less  and  less  to  have 
their  chests  X-Rayed  if  they  have  any  suspicious  symptoms  such 
as  persistent  cough  or  loss  of  weight. 
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In  contrast  to  previous  years,  real  progress  was  made  in  the 
preparation  of  plans  for  sewage  treatment  by  the  joint  committee 
of  technical  advisers  from  all  Tyneside  local  authorities.  For  the 
first  time  there  was  the  prospect  of  a  successful  conclusion  to 
all  the  research  which  had  been  carried  out  and  details  will 
be  given  in  the  1965  report. 

Although  the  two  Smoke  Control  Areas  continued  to  have  a 
few  difficulties  and  a  small  number  of  individuals  had  obviously 
given  up  burning  coal  with  great  reluctance,  there  was  considerable 
evidence  that  the  majority  of  people  had  accepted  the  change  and 
that  many  of  them  welcomed  the  cleanliness  of  the  air  which  had 
resulted.  If  any  proof  of  the  benefits  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  is 
needed  then  it  is  readily  available  in  the  figures  given  in  this 
report  showing  the  difference  over  the  months  between  the  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  measured  on  instruments  at  the  Town  Hall 
and  also  in  the  Smoke  Control  Areas.  A  most  unfortunate  over¬ 
sight  in  the  Clean  Air  Act  has  continued:  it  is  not  an  offence  for  a 
coal  merchant  or  a  shop-keeper  to  offer  coal  for  sale  in  the  Smoke 
Control  Areas — the  offence  occurs  only  when  the  coal  is  burned  by 
a  householder. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  J.  B.  Tilley,  the  County 
Medical  Officer  for  Northumberland,  for  giving  me  permission  to 
include  details  of  services  administered  by  the  County  Council  in 
Wallsend;  Mr.  S.  S.  McIntyre,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and 
all  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help;  Mr.  W. 
Morrison,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Health  Department  for  his  work  in 
preparing  the  figures  for  this  report,  and  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  encouragement  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.

WATER. 

The  area  is  served  by  the  Newcastle  &  Gateshead  Water 
Company,  who  maintain  a  plentiful  and  wholesome  supply 
throughout  the  year. 

The  service  is  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

To  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard,  regular 
chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  are  made,  and  sources  of  im¬ 
purities  dealt  with. 

The  Company  invariably  readily  investigate  any  complaint, 
and  effect  a  remedy. 

To  conserve  the  domestic  supply  in  summer  time,  water  is 
available  from  other  sources  for  street  watering,  industrial  uses,  etc. 
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A  proportion  of  the  older  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  have 
the  service  pipes  only  laid  into  the  yard. 

When  the  shortage  of  houses  becomes  less  urgent  these  houses 
will  be  dealt  with  either  in  Slum  Clearance  Schemes  or  the  Owners 
will  be  requested  to  carry  out  works  of  reconstruction. 

On  the  21st  May,  6  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  from 
different  standpipes  within  the  Borough,  and  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  examination.  All  were 
satisfactory. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  existing  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  in  the  district  : — 

The  entire  district  is  served  by  the  water  carriage  system 
with  the  exception  of  7  Privy  Ashpits  and  4  Chemical  Closets 
which  are  confined  to  outlying  properties  where  sewage  facilities 
are  not  available. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  1963  a  scheme  at  an  estimated  cost  of  10,000  for  a  new 
sewer  to  serve  the  Hadrian  Road  Industrial  Site,  was  submitted. 
This  work  was  approved  during  the  year  and  completed  in  Novem¬ 
ber. 

During  the  year  914  choked  drains  were  cleared.  No  charge 
is  made  for  this  service.

SMOKE  FILTER  AND  VOLUMETRIC  SULPHUR  DIOXIDE 

APPARATUS. 


One  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department  Office 
in  July,  1954  and  another  in  a  first  floor  store-room  at  the  14- 
storey  block  of  maisonettes  at  Tarrington  Close,  Howdon,  in 
July,  1961.  This  is  in  Wallsend’s  hist  smoke  control  aiea.  During 
each  period  of  24  hours  not  less  than  60  cubic  feet  of  air  from 
outside  the  building  is  drawn,  by  means  of  a  small  electric  pump, 
through  a  piece  of  white  filter  paper  and  then  through  two  bubbling 
tubes  containing  diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are 
trapped  on  the  filter  paper  and  form  a  stain  which  varies  according 
to  the  amount  of  tarry  matter  and  other  combustible  matter  in 
the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmosphere. 


By  using  a  smoke  stain  reflectometer  and  conversion  tables 
the  weight  of  material  filtered  from  the  atmosphere  is  calculated- 
The  amount  is  expressed  in  microgrammes  of  smoke  particles  per 
cubic  metre  of  air  (28.349  grammes  =  1  ounce  :  1  microgramme  = 
1  millionth  of  a  gramme  :  1  cubic  metre  =  35.317  cubic  feet). 


Sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air  reacts  with  the  hydrogen  peroxide 
to  form  dilute  sulphuric  acid  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated 
daily  by  titration  with  standard  alkali.  From  this  the  amount 
of  sulphur  dioxide  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  of  air  is 
calculated.

ICE  CREAM. 

THE  ICE-CREAM  (  HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.)  REGULA¬ 
TIONS,  1959. 

These  regulations  which  came  into  force  on  the  27th  April, 
1959  consolidate  and  amend  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  Etc.) 
Regulations,  1947  to  1952.  The  main  amendments  are  to  permit 
a  sterilization  process  as  an  alternative  to  pasteurization  and  to 
exempt  from  the  requirement  as  to  pasteurization  or  sterilization 
certain  types  of  water  ices  and  ice  lollies,  which  are  sufficiently 
acid  to  make  such  treatment  unnecessary.  The  latter  have  a  pH 
value  of  4.5  or  less  and  there  is  little  danger  that  pathogenic 
organisms  will  multiply  in  mixtures  as  acid  as  this.  The  appendix 
to  circular  8/59  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  sent  with  the  regulations 
deals  with  the  bacteriological  examination  of  ice-cream. 

THE  ICE-CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.)  (AMEND¬ 
MENT)  REGULATIONS  1963. 

These  regulations  which  came  into  force  on  18th  June  1963, 
may  also  be  cited  together  as  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.) 
Regulations  1959  and  1963. 

These  regulations  amend  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment, 
etc.)  Regulations  1959  to  allow  the  addition  of  sugar  to  sterilized  or 
pasteurised  mixtures  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream. 

During  the  year  6  samples  of  ice-cieam  were  submitted  to 
the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  mentioned  in  the  appendix. 
4  of  these  were  in  Grade  1,  1  in  Grade  2  and  1  in  Grade  4. 

THE  FOOD  STANDARDS  (ICE-CREAM)  REGULATIONS, 
1959. 

These  regulations  came  into  force  on  the  27th  April,  1959 
and  replace  the  Food  Standards  (Ice-Cream)  Order,  1953.  They 
prescribe  amended  standards  of  composition  for  ice-cream  and 
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“Parev”  (kosher)  ice  and  introduce  separate  standards  of  composi¬ 
tion  for  dairy  ice-cream  and  milk  ice.  Alternative  standards  are 
prescribed  for  certain  descriptions  of  ice-cream  containing  fruit, 
fruit  pulp  or  fruit  puree.  Ice-Cream  must  contain  not  less  than 
5  per  cent  fat  and  1\  per  cent  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  Dairy 
ice-cream  must  contain  5  per  cent  milk  fat  and  no  other  fat  and 
not  less  than  per  cent  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  Milk  ice 
must  contain  not  less  than  2J  per  cent  milk  fat  and  no  other  fat 
and  not  less  than  7  per  cent  milk  solids  other  than  fat.

— Infested  households 
were  treated  with  insecticides  containing  D.D.T.  or  Gammexane  or 
Dieldrin  or  Malathion  or  Pybuthrin. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  Corporation  provide  two  public  swimming  baths  available 
for  the  public  all  the  year  round,  for  swimmers  of  both  sexes. 
The  water  is  from  the  mains  supply  and  is  heated  and  maintained 
at  a  temperature  of  78  —  80  dgs.  Fah.,  and  a  continuous  filtration 
and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there  is  a  complete 
change  over  of  the  water  every  three  hours.  The  bath  water  is 
tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain  the  standard 
of  sterihzation. 

A  Patterson  Engineering  Company  Chlorinator  is  installed 
and  free  chlorine  is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  1  to  2  parts  per 
million  of  the  water  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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The  following  reports  were  received  from  W.  Gordon  Carey, 
F.I.C.,  Public  Analyst,  Newcastle,  on  each  of  the  samples  of  water 
taken  from  the  large  Plunge  and  Small  Plunge  of  the  Wallsend 
Public  Baths,  respectively.
